He has been returning the 
QSLs explaining that their contacts were not from Mount Athos; however, he states many don't 
believe him. Monk Apollo has tried tp explain to the Greek authorities that the "SY" prefix has 
always been the alternatate PREFIX fo Mount Athos. Some or many may remember that Monk 
Apollo used the SY2A callsign for a few months in 1999 as a special event. Monk Apollo is 
quite suprised that the powers in Greece do not understand that the "SY" prefix signifies that he 
is on Mount Athos and that radio amateurs world-wide will assume the same when they hear it. 
Monk Apollo is still in contact with the Greek Authority and will continue to try/convince them 
to stop further "SY" issued callsigns. 


T30, WESTERN KIRIBATI. After spending the holidays back in the United States with his 
family, Eric, T30ES (NIJSY), will return to Western Kiribati on January 8th. While stateside, 
he met with members of his support team, sharing his adventures on the island of Butaritari 
with the Peace Corps. Eric is planning to install a second antenna, an inverted V. In addition, 
arrangements have been made for obtaining a new higher capacity battery. This should extend
